Previous high was 6,011 in
2012 General Election. The auditor thanked staff, precinct workers and all that made this
election run smoothly.

After reading the votes cast for each office, it was moved by Groenendyk
seconded by Wanders to certify the canvass of votes and declare candidates receiving the
most votes to be winners at the General Election held on November 3, 2020. All present
voted aye. Motion carried.
